MUSIC IN OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The question of music in our schools 


us it is taught today is one of import. 
!f we suppose that there are no children 
u our schools who will wish later in 


ife to adopt th« profession of vocal 
music the present system will do little 
or DO harm. 
i 
If however there are those who hope 


to become good singers the practice is 
uch as may do them irremediable in- 
ury. 
Let us look for a moment at a few 


'acts. 


The adult student who goes to a mas- 


ter ol^vocal art to begin the study of 
singing is kept away from chorus sing- 
icg until he has learned the correct use 
of bis voice in tone production. In some 
cases years must be spent in careful 
tudy before he may with safety use bis 
voice with others in quartet, choir or 
?horns tinging. The inexperienced child 
however in our schools with immature 
vocal or^ns and no knowledge of their 
proper use begins as a chorus singer. 


He is in a room with thirty to ninety 


others as the case would be and here, 
with the enthusiasm of childhood,using 
[iis vcice nguicst so many others, he 
forces its volume, carries his ohett 
voice far beyond its limit screams in- 
stead of singing and what is the result? 
Strained vocal chords and a pernicious 
habit both vocal and mental of singing 
below pitch. Daily exercise of this kind 
would ruin the voice of a Patti or a 
Gumpaini. No attention is paid to the 
age when the voice is changing. The pu 
pil is expected to sing on. if music must 
be taught in onr schools, some branch 
other than chorus singing should be 
substituted at least during the age when 
the voice is changing. Sight-reading 
though important, is not the only known 
form of musical study. Lessons in bar 
mony are equally important and posses 
tbe merit of being entirely harmless — 
S. P. B*ill in "Musical Record."

Secretary Long 
said, when asked to explain the refer- 
ence to political reasons ia.U^e ^las- 
patch: "I am sure it has no interna-* 
tional significance. Yon may state that 
Admiral Dewey probably wants a fine 
ship there as the American commis- 
sioners .are about to arrive there and it 
will give weight to the American repre 
saiitations.'' It is suggested from other 
naval apnrces that Admiral Dewey wants 
the Oregon to relieve a number of 
smaller ships for other work.

cents a dozen did uot cut off importa- 
tion entirely. 


The Uuited States is fast becoming a 


nation of poultry and egg eaters, be- 
cause the wbol'-souieuess of poultry 
aud the relative cheapness of eggs as 
compared witb meats, are becoming 
better understood all the time, and tbe 
result is that tbe demand for poultry 
and eggs grows neai-ly a^ fast as the 
supply is increased, and the average 
rises slowly yer by year. No one need 
hesitate about goms iuto the business 
of raising poultry from any fear that 
there will be au over supply. A low 
price always meets an increased de- 
mand, and this fosters an appetite for 
eggs and poultry, which is satisfied 
when eggs go up again, and tne busi- 
ness keeps on growing. It will keep 
on indefinitely, for poultry can and 
will be kept with profit when the coun- 
try is much more thickly populated 
than it is now. 


A Vermin.Proof Roocc- 


Make the roost of 2x3-inch Joists and

point. Vermin Trill not get to a roost 
protected in this way. 


Blood Will Tell. 


There is a trite saying, not a new- 


one, but full of meaning, "Blood will 
tell." Thte' refers to the human race, 
to breeds of horses* cattle, sheep, etc. 
In common parlance it is good blood, 
superior Tiloocl, that tells, aud it "tells" 
for good. If bad blood is introduced 
what is the consequence? Does not 
this tell another, story? A little in- 
ferior yeast may spoil one batch of 
bread, but that is the end—there is no 
hereditary descent. In poultry raising, 
the introduction of a mongrel, or an 
inferior male to the flock, may lower 
the standard in that flock, causing bad 
points to crop out for years. 


Now, 
your domestic poultry should 


be subjected to tbe process of artificial 
selection—that is, to your selection. 
Reserve only your best birds to sell 
for breeding stock. You can get more 
money for ten prime, well plumed, 
clean limbed, fine formed, handsome 
specimens, than you can for forty of 
the average second or third rate birds 
you may chance to have reared. Clean 
them out, and thus help to avoid tbe 
extension of imperfect blood which 
may show itself 11 your yards. By 
this means alone—-to wit, breeding 
from the choicest and fittest—can we 
approach toward perfection as a rule. 


Water for Fowl. 


If food is not furnished the hen in 


her own domain, she will go hunting, 
and soon find enough to keep her busy; 
but she is not so successful in getting 
water to dunk. The farmer or his 
wife will usually provide some feed, 
but "biddy" many times takes her 
chances to rind water. Yet chemists 
state that eighty-four per cent of the 
egg is water. In view of this, fowls 
to lay well must be furnished with an 
abundance of fresh water. Drinking 
vessels should be thoroughly cleansed 
every day, and if possible, so made 
that the hens cannot stand in them. 
In winter these drinking vessels 
should be emptied at night to prevent 
freezing. It is advisable to give fowl 
a warm drink in the morninjr when 
they first come from the roosts, as at 
this time they usually drink freely. 
If you will practice this the hens will 
conic for water as quickly as for feed. 


How to M»k« an EBB Food. 


A first class egg food and condition 


powder is made as follows: Any good 
meat meal, four pounds; whole lin- 
seed ground, two pounds; granulated 
charcoal, one pound; salt, two ounces; 
baking soda, one ounce; ginger, one- 
half ounce; rod pepper, one-quarter 
ounce; mix thoroughly. Use half a 
pint of the above in six quarts of dry 
ground food stuff, and make mash 
with skimmed milk or boiling water. 
Feed mash warm, but not hot. 


Meat M»k«» Kg;*. 


If one can get refuse bone and meat 


at the butcher's at one cent a pound, 
the increase iu the ogg production will 
soon pay for a bone cutter. One pound 
of meat is worth several pounds of 
jrrain for making eggs. With one of 
the hand bone cutters costing only a 
few dollars one can easily cut meat 
ami bone for a large flock of bens, 
as they need it only three time* a 
week.

To tbe 
amateur poultry uiau v\»- have this to 
say: Do uot quit your Job and expect 
to make a living with poultr> the nrst 
y«-ar; for if you do you are certain at 
the end of the year to be ttinoug those 
who swear that there 1* nothing in 
k»-epicg chicken1-. 


The best way to start In tbe poultry 


business on a large scale is to start 
witb only a few, learn all you can 
about chickens, and then try to breed 
all the good birds you can take care 
of without crowding, tbe first year. 
If, at the end of the year, you are 
satisfied to go ahead, and have enough 
money on hand to get everything ready 
for a larger breeding Hock .as well as 
to carry you through the year for the 
ne<essaries of life, then you mijbt 
quit your job and start in.

The skin is as yellow 
as gold, while the body is wonderfully 
plump and compact Leaving out of 
account the abundant feathering of a 
Cochin of this type one can yet see thut 
the bird in the illustration would show 
little offal,—short in neck and legs and 
round all over, the dressed product is 
wonderfully attractive. 


Angora. Goats and Mohair. 


These goats furnish what is known 


commercially as mohair, and there are 
several factories in tbe United States 
using this product exclusively in the 
manufacture of plush goods and the 
like. The plush coverings 
on the 


seats of Pullman cars and other public 
conveyances are made of mohair, 
which is the most durable of animal 
fabrics. Texas raises the staple in 
considerable quantities. About 2,000,- 
000 pounds of mohair are used annual- 
ly in America, most of which comes 
from Turkey ana South Africa, as the 
present home production is only about 
one-fourth of the consumption. This 
emphasizes the fact that the raising 
of Angora goats is far from being 
overdone in this country. 


Beginning- With Turkey* 


The first requisite in turkey ' raising 


is good stock. The fowls should be 
healthy, of good shape, with heavy 
bodies and not too much leg; the hen"' 
either one or two years old. If olde 
the eggs are fewer in number an 
more likely to have soft shells. Th 
gobbler should be well matured am 
weigh not less than 18 or 20 pounds 
Gobblers and liens should never be 
selected from the same flock. As to 
color, «rae may choose according to 
fancy. I prefer a bronze or a black.
